FREELAND, 
STEPPED DOWN 

NORTH UNIV ERSITY 
president this past year, does not deserve to 
be the poster boy for overpaid leaders of aca- 
demia — the nearly $2.9 mill 
in 2006 included a substantial one-time 
severance package. Nonetheless, Freeland’s 
appearance at the top of the Chronicle of Higher 
Education's annual list of moneymakers stands 
telling contrast with the relative pittance 
Northeastern pays to the city of Boston. 

Like all nonprofit institutions in Boston, 
Northeastern is exempt from paying property 
taxes on its estimated quarter-billion dollars’ 
worth of land and buildings. Were this not the 
case, Northeastern would face a $3 million an- 
nual tax bill, according to an Alliance of Boston 
Neighborhoods estimate. Instead, the insti 
tution pays $141,132 each year as a ~aheaeay 
“payment in lieu of taxes” (PILOT). That's one- 
twentieth of what it recently paid Freeland. 

Our local colleges claim that they can’t 
afford to pay more. They also argue that they 
contribute to the city in many other ways, 
which is certainly true. But so do a lot of 
residents and businesses that do pay property 
taxes, which help sustain basic infra- 
structure we all rely on, from road repairs to 
clean water. 

It’s time for Northeastern, and other col- 
leges, to pay more — and to do so through an 
agreed-upon, standard formula. 

Currently, the city collects roughly $7.5 
million in total PILOT payments from Boston’s 
colleges and universities. That figure should 
be at least doubled, according to many — in- 
cluding Mayor Thomas Menino and city coun- 
cilors such as Steve Murphy, who have long 
advocated on this issue without success. 

That extra $7.5 million might seem a mi- 
nor portion of Boston's $2.2 billion budget, 
but it is greatly needed, and might impel in- 
creased PILOT agreements other exempted 
properties, including some hospitals and 
state-owned property. 

And it’s not just the dollar figure that needs 
changing; it’s also the disparity what vari- 
ous schools contribute. It is long past time for 
standardized PILOT agreements to replace the 
current set haphazard individual deals 
some which are volunteered colleges and 
universities out sense good citizenship, 
others extorted by the city when leaders have 

It makes no sense, for instance, that Bos- 
ton University pays $4.4 million each year, 
and Harvard $1.8 million, while Emerson 
College, Berklee College Music, and Wen 
tworth Institute pay just over $350,000 com- 
bined. Simmmons College pays nothing at all.

Certainly not every school should pay the 
same dollar amount. campus that houses 
and feeds many its students might use 
more city resources sewage, water, fire, 
trash collection, etc. — than a commuter 
school, to say the least. And buildings hous- 
ing science labs and lecture halls should be 
treated differently than those leased uni- 
versities to commercial retail outlets, which, 
under the current agreement, are also ex- 
empt from paying property taxes if located on 
school-owned land. 

It will be hard to find a formula that ev- 
eryone finds fair. But would impossible 
to find one that’s less fair than the one cur- 
rently place. 

Some elected officials view the current ex- 
pansion plans of Harvard, BC, BU, and other 
schools as an opportunity for more PILOT ne- 
gotiation duress. 

Instead, the city’s colleges and universi- 
ties should work with those officials to forge 
a PILOT formula based on some combination 
of factors, including acreage, student popula- 
tion, and assessed property value. 

This could also opportunity offer 
incentives for good neighborly behavior. The 
city might, for instance, offer PILOT deduc- 
tions for schools that achieve benchmarks 
energy conservation, safety, or reduced com- 
plaints from residential neighbors. 

But college that pays its president seven 
figures should be allowed to cry poverty to get 
out of PILOT anymore. 


CITY COUNSEL 
The anemic voter turnout for this month’s 
city election says more about the state of city 


politics than about the apathy 
‘ the electorate. Bostonians did 
2 a \ not suddenly lose their zeal for 
participatory democracy after 
flocking the polls huge 
numbers 2004 and 2006. 
What they lost interest 
the Boston City Council, which 
has seen nearly all its relevance 
and power seep away since expand- 
from nine members and go- 
ing to district representation in 1983. 
It is time to undo that mistake, 
through voter referendum that re- 
tums all at-large council. 
Councilors elected city-wide, par- 
ticularly those near the top the 
ticket, used have real political power 
in Boston. Mayors could not easily dis- 
miss them because they could not easily 
defeat them. 

But district councilors, with small bases 
support, pose little threat the mayor 
a potential challenger. In fact, in practice, 
most them have the mayor thanks for 
their jobs. 

Consider the four newest city councilors. 
political machinery got his former 
staffer Salvatore LaMattina elected District 
One, and his friend Bill Linehan elected 
District Two. New District Nine councilor 
Mark Ciommo also has Menino to thank, at 
least part. 

None those three likely upset 
embarrass Menino. In contrast, new at- 
large councilor John Connolly figures 
stronger, independent voice was Felix 
Arroyo before him. 

now it’s clear that one intention 
district representation increased diversi- 
ty on the Council — has been harmed rather 
than helped. Prior the 1983 change, the 
nine-person Council had one African-Amer- 
ican member; today, despite an increase 
in black residents, they hold just two of 13 
seats. One is held by an Asian-American, 
and none by a Hispanic, now that Arroyo 
lost his bid for re-election. 

(In fact, one inexplicable and sorry indi- 
cation voter apathy the extremely low 
turnout Latinos, quickly growing Boston 
population, which cost Arroyo his seat.) 

Minority candidates can win in city-wide 
elections today’s Boston 
witness not only Arroyo and Sam Yoon, but 
Governor Deval Patrick, who garnered nearly 
two-thirds the primary vote here over Tom 
Reilly and Chris Gabrieli. 

If city councilors were fewer, and broadly 
elected, the body would reinvigorated, and

Their hearts were warmed 
by passion, despite the cold 
temperatures. Armed with 
signs, upside-down flags of 
distress, and anti-war fli- 
ers, the Smedley D. Butler 
Brigade, Chapter 9 of Veter- 
ans For Peace (VFP), refused 
to be censored — their 
request to participate in 
this past Sunday’s annual 
Veterans Day parade was 
denied by the American 
Legion, which coordinates 
the event each year. But 
official exclusion did little 
to deter the group from 
marching at the end of the 
parade, behind the street 
sweepers, and carrying out 
its objectives: promoting 
peace, speaking out against 
the war in Iraq, and sup- 
porting the troops by call- 
ing for their immediate 
return home. 

“We wanit to put our message 
out to the crowd along the route, 
and make it clear that we will 
not be silenced by the American 
Legion,” said Nate Goldshlag, 
an Army veteran and one of the 

3rigade organizers who led the 
rally of about 40 disgruntled vets 
down Tremont Street to City Hall 
Plaza. (Goldshlag is no stranger 
to activism: in 1969, he and fel

But jeff Monico of Saugus, 
a Marine and Iraq War vet- 
eran, was angered by the 
anti-war group’s display 
of upside-down flags. “It’s 
disrespectful at this event 
to be holding the flags like 


not holding the flag the 
right way,” shouted the 
youth. “If Il were a cop, 
I'd put you in jail.” His 
words were all too pro- 
phetic. 

As people trickled 
into the plaza, a single 
line of VFP members 
began to form in front of 
the podium. Faces stoic 
and mouths stuffed 
with handkerchiefs, 
the demonstrators now 
silently protested with 
signs draped across their 
bodies that read: AMERI- 
CAN LEGION SILENCES MES- 
SAGES OF PEACE FROM VET- 
ERANS. The American Le- 
gion band played on as 
people anxiously waited 
to see what would hap- 
pen next. Slowly, one by 
one, the veterans were 
handcuffed and arrested by 
the Boston Police, the rat-a- 
tat-tat of the drums ringing 
in their ears as they were led 
off into the distance. 

Eighteen of the VFP vets 
were subsequently charged 
with disturbing a lawful as- 
sembly of people, and, at

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Homeless, Not Rootless 


The prospect of New England gospel- 

soul singer Mighty Sam McClain re- 
cording a duet with Jon Bon Jovi or perform- 
ing onstage with Natalie Merchant seems 
improbable. But on Friday, when McClain 
takes the stage at the renovated Strand 
Theatre in Dorchester, he’ll be singing with 
Merchant, as well as opera tenor Mario 
Frangoulis. Hometown rock favorites Buffa- 
lo Tom are also on the 8 pm bill, which ben- 
efits several Boston homeless organizations 
under the umbrella of the UMass-based 
Give Us Your Poor organization. 

McClain’s duet with Bon Jovi is “Show 
Me the Way,” on the just-released Give Us 
Your Poor: 17 New Recordings to Help End Home- 
lessness (Appleseed), a nationally released 
fundraiser CD that also includes local 
blues veteran Weepin’ Willie Robinson 
performing the R&B classic “Walking the 
Dog” with Bonnie Raitt. 

What McClain and Robinson have in 
common with many of the other artists on 
the CD is that they know what it’s like to be 
homeless. Octogenarian Robinson currently 
Tesides at downtown's New England Shelter 
for Homeless Veterans and McClain has lived 
on the streets of New Orleans and Nashville. 

The disc took John McGah — a researcher 
at UMass-Boston’s Center for Social Policy, 
and the director of Give Us Your Poor — two 
years to assemble. 


Never poor spirit 


Initially, the recording was to be the 
soundtrack for a documentary about home- 
lessness that the organization is filming for 
public television, but the music took on a 
life of its own when the project re-focused 
on songs written by artists who've been 
homeless. McGah drafted stars such as Bon 
Jovi, Merchant, Raitt, Bruce Springsteen, 
Jewel, Keb’ Mo’, Madeleine Peyroux, and 
Michelle Shocked for marquee value and, 
whenever possible, paired them with the 
lesser-known authors of those often com- 
pelling, biographical songs. 

For McGah, who played guitar and sang 
for 10 years in local band the Wait, the proj- 
ect was a natural. “Homelessness discon- 
nects people — economically, spiritually, 
and from others — and music does the op- 
posite. I saw this as an opportunity to dispel 
the myths of homelessness, which is one of 
the goals of Give Us Your Poor.” 

McClain, whose spiritual “Show Me 
the Way” was hand-picked by Bon Jovi, 
also joins Merchant on the album's “There 
Is No Good Reason,” a song written by a 
15-year-old homeless Minnesotan. A video 
featuring Merchant and McClain recording 
is viewable on YouTube. 

“When I was on the street I encountered 
the additional hardships that myths about 
homelessness create,” says McClain. “People 
won't look you in the eye or speak to you

because they think you're gonna rob them or 
that you're lazy and worthless, or that you're 
outside by choice. Many homeless people 
have jobs and families and are hard workers. 
But people don’t want to give you a job when 
you tell them your address is 11th and Third. 
When you sleep outdoors for days and can’t 
take a bath, you look and smell like a bum, 
but that doesn’t mean you're a bum. Some- 
times when people would just look at me and 
speak to me like a fellow human being — for- 
get anything else —- it made me feel so good.”

Dropkick 


It’s been a good year for Dropkick Murphys. Their most 
recent album, The Meanest of Times, released on their own 
fledgling label, debuted at an impressive number 20 

on the Billboard charts. Marty Scorsese sang the band’s 
praises at the Oscars, after having featured their punk 
chantey “I’m Shipping Up to Boston” in The Departed. 
That song was subsequently adopted by Red Sox closer 
Jonathan Papelbon as his entrance music — marking the 
second time in four seasons that the band have been in- 
extricably linked with a World Series victory. (They had 
pride of place in the parade, as well, trundling through 
town on the first float as Papelbon hammed it up.) 

As if further proof was needed of the Dropkicks’ 
world domination, gaze upon this mural of the late and 
unlamented Saddam Hussein, the vanquished tyrant’s 
face scrawled over with the name of the little Boston- 
Irish punk band that could. 

The photo was e-mailed to the Phoenix from a local Cl, 
back from Iraq, who perpetrated the graffito after hav- 
ing received a care package from the Dropkicks them- 
selves. (We're redacting his name on the off chance that 
any disgruntled Ba’ athists are readers of this paper.) 

He and a fellow soldier had e-mailed the band to say 
that being in Iraq gave “Far Away Coast,” a song from 
their debut, Door Die, about the first Gulf War, “a new 
meaning for us,” he writes. “They sent us autographed 
photos, patches, and a bunch of stickers. So we got the 
idea to deface Saddam with them.” 

Dropkick Murphys have always (in the best, non- 
politicized sense of the term) “supported the troops” — 
much more tangibly than most who wear flag pins and

slap stickers on their bumpers. In 2005, they performed 
the Irish ballad “The Fields of Athenry” at the funeral of 
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MOUNT POMPADOUR! 
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Weymouth marine Andrew Farrar. They later dedicated 
a song to him on their album The Warrior's Code. 

The soldier who'd tagged that Baghdad wall with 
the band’s name? He and his buddy were geared up 
to return stateside the week before the band’s an- 
nual Saint Patrick's Day homestand in 2006. But the 
Army’s computer security settings made it impossible 
to order tickets online. So the Dropkicks offered two 
free tickets and backstage passes. 

“We met the band,” he writes. “It was totally awe- 
some. To this day I think the Dropkicks treat their fans 
better than any other band.”

Tough week for the University of 
Tennessee at Chattanooga, where 
two football players were busted 
within a span of three days — one 
for a serious offense, one for a viola- 
tion that was a little more clerical 
in nature. 

The serious offense involved a 
redshirt freshman named James 
Ryan Norris, an offensive line- 
man who checks in at 6-5, 305 
pounds plenty big enough 
subdue two young female college 
students at the same time, which 
Norris now stands accused doing. 
Police answered a call at the noto- 
rious (more on that in a moment) 
Boling Apartments at 12:25 am on 
November 3 and found two women 
who accused the player of sexual 
assault — one said that Norris 
“forced himself” on her, the other 
said he “fondled” her. Norris was 
quickly rung charges rape 
and sexual assault, then released on 
a $30,000 bond. 

If Boling rings a bell, two years 
ago, six UTC football players were 
arrested for rape after incident 
the same apartment complex. 

October 2005, woman claimed 
that all six men raped her, but in 
January 2006 the case was thrown 
out court for lack evidence after 
the woman admitted having been 
drunk the night question. 
(Apparently, in Tennessee that’s 
enough prove consent sex with 
six hulking football players.) 

Meanwhile, just days before the 
Norris arrest, another UTC offensive 
lineman, Robbie Elliott, was arrested 
after police undertook fugitive- 
sweep Elliott’s dorm.

stands [that] the genius of this country lies 
the hearts and minds its people and not 
the prerogatives and power its elites.” 

After extensive but completely specula- 
tive investigative reporting, the candidate 
Dobbs tay well have in mind can now be 
revealed: 

It’s Lou Dobbs. 

In fact, Dobbs, the popular host of Lou 
Dobbs Tonight, right the money that 
2008 perfect year for independent 
populist candidacy. And all the “inde- 
pendent” figures currently the subject 
presidential speculation, not Michael 
Bloomberg nor Ron Paul has the most 
potential, far. 

Despite the difficulty of getting on 50 
state ballots, it’s easier to put together 
independent candidacy than once 
was. Both parties are likely to have their 
nominees picked by the end of winter. 
That will give voters ample time feel 
buyer’s remorse and political reporters six 
long months nothing but speculate 
about who might launch independent 
candidacy thus giving the new entrant 
a ton of free coverage, just as H. Ross Perot 
received in 1992. 

Then there’s this year’s field. Though 
the press seldom points out, the two 
Democratic front-runners have less 
significant political experience than 
any two front-runners have had since 
Thomas Dewey and Wendell Willkie 
squared off for the Republican nomi- 
nation in 1940. Meanwhile, the 
Republican candidates all have con- 
siderable flaws not the least 
which that incumbent party 
in modem times has managed to 
succeed itself following president 
as unpopular as this one. 

More important, of course, is 
the public’s mood and its discon- 
nect with the current campaign. 
Confidence both parties near 
record lows. The economy may be 
tanking. Illegal immigration the 
hot topic the moment. Yet the 
major candidates are all running 
platforms and platitudes geared 
nation satisfied with the two 
major parties. Noone, 
listening the average-but- 
angry voter. 


independent populist- 
style candidacy could fill huge 
vacuum, much as Perot didinig92 
(before he self-destructed). Perot g 
actually fit into long American 
tradition: going back William 
Jennings Bryan century ago, 


populism tends characterize politics 
struggle between ordinary people and 
self-serving, undemocratic elite. 

But the usual talked-about suspects can’t 
fill the gap. Ron Paul’s problem is that, 
as an experienced congressman, he’s too 
much politician with too long record 
to pose as an outraged outsider. Besides, his 
1988 national run as a libertarian, when he 
pulled whopping percent the vote, 
wasn't exactly promising. 

Then there’s New York mayor Mike 
Bloomberg. His considerable assets are 
that he’s very rich and his office is in 
Manhattan meaning any member the 
New York-centric media who wants to do 
puff piece doesn’t have lot leg- 
work. (You can meet over lunch!)

SEEN 

That’s where Dobbs comes in. Like Perot 
and Pat Buchanan before him, Dobbs 
pushes the right populist buttons with 
the right rhetoric. Economic nationalism. 
Corporate greed. The government’s “war 
the middle class.” Politicians who are 
“viciously partisan and contemptuous of 
their constituencies.” Though he’s often 
lambasted for his over-the-top rants 
immigration, he’s struck a considerable 
chord with his recognition that the average 
voter’s problem with illegal immigration 
that it’s immigration, but that it’s il- 
legal. It’s law-and-order issue that both 
Democrats and Republicans have managed 
to dismiss, much to their detriment. 

Dobbs also has the perfect platform 
from which launch candidacy against 
the establishment. Virginia was once 
the mother of presidents, CNN is now the 
mother populist presidential candida- 
cies. Buchanan, of course, went straight 
from the studio the campaign trail, 
even bragging when announced, “No 
other American has spent many hun- 
dreds hours debating the great ques- 
tions of our day on national 

television.” 

Perot, of course, did something 
similar, Larry King essentially 
allowed him to hijack his show in 
the early ‘90s to help promote his 

prospects. 
Any Dobbs effort would, of 
course, long shot; every- 
one knows independents 
win (everyone, that is, but the 
prognosticating Mr. Dobbs). 
And, perhaps, presidential 
run the furthest thing from 

his mind. But you were posi- 

tioning yourself to run as an out- 
sider, you'd find yourself a media 
forum, write books, work the lec- 
ture circuit, and bide your time. 
Just like Lou.

ARE THE MEDIA ABETTING THE DEATH BOSTON POLITICS? 


TITANIC TURNOUT 


In contrast with this year’s 
Boston elections, which 
brought less than 14 per- 
cent of registered voters 
to the polls, 37 percent of 
the electorate turned out 
in 1981 — a recent record 
for non-mayoral contests. 
Why the big numbers? 
Chalk it up to a bevy of 
extra ballot items, includ- 
ing proposals to change 
the structure of the City 
Council and school com- 
mittee, and to cali for 
British withdrawal from 
Northern Ireland. (Voters 
said Yes to all three.) 


PANIC. THAT WAS THE GIST EDITORIAL THE NOVEMBER BOSTON 


GLOBE, WHICH BEMOANED THE TURNOUT FOR THE BOSTON CITY

voters had shown and which warned 
that the city’s storied political culture was in 
grave decline. “Despite what Mayor Menino 
and the other incumbents might want to 
believe, the lack of vigorous challenges does 
not mean that voters are happy with the 
status quo,” the editorial fretted. “Boston's 
political system is rigged against change, 
and it needs a major rethinking.” 

Whether or not the editorial writers 
knew it, this was an ironic plea. After all, 
the run-up elections, the Globe had 
helped foster the very apathy was now 
lamenting — ignoring some campaigns, 
skimping candidate profiles, and gener- 
ally signaling that the election didn’t mat- 
ter much. 

Consider the paper’s treatment John 
Connolly, an at-large challenger who ended 
winning one the four at-large 
seats. Connolly did nab the Globe’s only at- 
large endorsement. But despite his political 
promise and bloodline (his father, Michael, 
is a former secretary of state), the paper’s 
news side barely noticed him. The first piece 
that focused on Connolly’s campaign ran 
the weekend before the Fourth of July, in the 
relatively low-profile City Weekly section; the 
second, which ran on Election Day, was only 
written to address an anonymous-mailing 
scandal Connolly foolishly sparked at the last 
minute. But at least he received that coverage. 
Michael Flaherty the at-large incumbent, 
perennial ticket-topper, and possible may- 
oral challenger wasn’t the subject any 
article, period. 

In fairness, the Globe wasn't the only 
local heavyweight outlet that downplayed 
the council races. For example, WBUR-FM 

90.9), the Boston University-based NPR 
affiliate, didn’t do a single reported news 
story on the elections until after they were 
over. And the Herald only covered the afore- 
mentioned Connolly mailing flap. Which 
raises the question: if, the editorial 
page put it, Boston politics need CPR, why is 
the press idly standing by? 


NEWS BAD NEWS 

Earlier this year, the council race Rox- 
bury-based District Seven looked like it 
might provide some juicy political drama. 
The long-time incumbent, Chuck Turner, 
was Harvard-educated organizer with 
penchant for incendiary tactics; his main 
challenger, Carlos Henriquez, was former 
aide Flaherty and the son Sandra 
Henriquez, the head the Boston Hous- 
ing Authority and appointee Mayor 
Tom Menino. paper, this showdown 
resembied the District Four race in 2003, 
which pitted incumbent Charles Yancey 
against challenger Ego Ezedi. that con- 
test which saw the relationship non- 
white politicians Boston’s white power 
structure become major campaign issue 
Ezedi got plenty of press, and gave Yancey a 


real scare before losing the final. 

Turmer vs. Henriquez, however, never 
generated much media. (Neither the Clobe 
nor the Herald endorsed in the race; a Herald 
columnist wrote about it, but Henriquez 
didn’t get single column article the 
Globe.) And in the end, the incumbent won 
blowout: Turner got percent the 
vote, Henriquez 18. 

Maybe this outcome vindicates the 
press’s disinterest: if Henriquez was a 
doomed candidate, there wasn’t much rea- 
son to pay attention to him. But Turner's 
landslide win could also be seen as an indict-

ment the press. When the media 
edge novice candidate such Henriquez, 
they’re telling the public that he or she 
deserves to be taken seriously; when they 
they’re doing the opposite. 

Not surprising, Henriquez thinks the 
media herd gave him short shrift. “The 
only real way to transcend [the lack of 
coverage] was actually spend money 
create your own press,” he tells the Phoenix. 
“I actually created a newspaper for myself 
this summer printed 3000 copies 
eight-page newsletter and went out 
delivering door door. There was 
little bit response it. Still, it’s not the 
same someone picking periodical 
and reading your name it. 

“People say the neighborhood apa- 
thetic about voting,” adds. “They blame 
the candidates — they say the candidates 
didn’t good job getting out the vote. 
But myself and Chuck probably put out over 
twenty thirty thousand pieces cam- 
paign literature. what point are they 
going to say, ‘The media’s got to generate 
some help too?’” 

Brian McCrory, the Globe’s metro editor, 
allows that the paper 
erred not cover- 

ing 
race but vigor- 


ously defends the 
paper’s broader 
coverage. He notes 
gesting that Felix 
Arroyo — Boston’s 
first Latino city 


councilor, who 
lost his seat on 
November 6 — 
was in trouble. 
And he insists 
that the candi- 
dates got pre- 
cisely much 
ink they 
deserved. 
“What you 
saw this year 
isn’t really 
Boston poli- 
tics,” argues 
McCrory. 
“We had incredibly 
lackluster campaign, with field can- 
didates who campaigning all that 
hard. This cannot any way confused 
with what would happen mayoral 
election which had two candidates 
offering sharply divergent views how 
run the city. 

“The council exactly distin- 
guished itself with accomplishments over 
the last years so, since [Menino] has 
been in office,” he continues. “If the council 
they had incredible enthusiasm for the cam- 
paign would have covered that very 
enthusiastically.” 


ay when risis struck 
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McCrory’s points are worth ponder- 
ing. Granted, the Boston City Council’s 
powers are limited, but that’s excuse 
for its long-standing reluctance exer- 
cise its oversight powers and challenge 
the mayor. (The fact that most the 
councilors dream being mayor and 
are afraid pissing off Menino isn’t 
excuse, either — just an explanation.) 
And compared with 2005, when there 
were four credible at-large challengers 
including Sam Yoon, who became 
Boston’s first elected Asian-American 
politician, and Patricia White, daugh- 
ter of legendary former 
mayor Kevin White — 
instead of just one, 

this year was a bit of a 
snoozer. 

Still, that 
mean there weren’t any 
campaign stories worth 
reporting. Here are a 
few: 1) Does Flaherty 
have the guts chal- 
lenge Menino for the 
mayoralty in 2009? 

2) Steve Murphy’s culti- 
vation Governor Deval 
Patrick and dalliances 
with employment in the 
Patrick 
3) What Yoon learned, 
and didn’t, during 
bumpy first term the 
Council. What’s lost 
when Boston doesn’t 
have at-large female 
councilor? 5) Why don’t 
more African-Americans 
run for the Council? 

6) Who are Greg 
Glennon and Mark 
Ciommo, the two can- 
didates for the District 
Nine seat? (The District 
Nine councilor rep- 
resents Allston-Brighton, and could 
have inordinate influence on Harvard 
University’s future expansion; Ciommo 
won the race.) 

While we're at it, here’s one more: 
preliminary at-large election? 
the past, Boston always held pre- 
liminary election when there were more 
than twice many candidates there 
were seats for any office. This year, that 
changed. The City Council passed a 
petition skip the prelimi- 
nary and put all nine at-large candidates 
the ballot.in November. Secretary 
State Bill Galvin publicly endorsed the 
proposal, the state legislature promptly 
approved it, and Governor Patrick signed 
during the campaign. other words, 
the council changed the rules the 
middle the game. 

The Globe didn’t ignore this maneu- 
ver, exactly. But the paper’s sole story 
on the subject — which ran on July 2, 
with the headline LAW QUIRK REQUIRES 
COSTLY PRIMARY read more like 
service piece for proponents the 
change than anything else. didn’t 
ask, for example, whether eliminating 
the preliminary might drive down voter 
turnout in November (it almost certainly 
did) or alter the final outcome (if Arroyo 
had finished fifth the preliminary, 
might have benefited from the same 
kind minority/progressive push that 
helped him keep his seat in 2003). For 
its part, the Herald limited itself 
editorial mocking opponents the pre- 
liminary change — and no other major 
media outlet even seemed to notice what 
was happening. 

“For the life me, just cannot 
understand why that would not 
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story,” says Giovanna Negretti — execu- 
tive director of ;Oiste?, the Latino political 
organization the decision abolish 
the preliminary. talking about 
something that was done lightning- 
quick fashion, very under the table, and all 

Negretti also notes that the home-rule 
petition question was submitted 
Murphy, who, as Boston political observers 
know, was a vulnerable incumbent and may 
have gained advantage from the change. 
also earned the gratitude with 
surprise endorsement during the 2006 
gubernatorial campaign. 
“That wasn’t news?” asks 
Negretti. “That’s insulting.” 


THE COMMUTER RULE 
Ultimately, any disagree- 
ment over whether the 
press did didn’t 
enough during the just- 
concluded campaign 
really about two bigger 
issues. The first the 
relationship between 
Boston proper and the 
Boston metropolitan area. 
The city’s population 

is just under 600,000, 
compared with 4.4 mil- 
lion for Greater Boston 

whole. These num- 
bers don’t fully capture 
Boston’s influence, since 
the city New England’s 
commercial, cultural, 
and spiritual capital. But 
when comes areas 
where local government 
really impacts the lives 
citizens property taxes, 
public safety, schools 
the commuters who flock 
to Boston each day don’t 
need worry about what 
Menino and the City Council are to. 
They need only concern themselves with 
going the city and town 
halls the communities they home 
each night. That alone reason for the 
press cover Boston politics differently 
than it did in the mid-2oth century, when 
the city had more people and the suburbs 
had fewer: terms wooing readers and 
advertisers, City Hall just doesn’t matter 
like used to. 

Then there’s the muddled question 
whether the Boston media sees its rela- 
tionship Boston politics and politics 
general active passive. For 
example, given election cycle, are 
supposed produce dispassionate 
chronicle of whatever noteworthy races 
may going on? should our coverage 
aim bolstering public interest and civic 
engagement, too? 

Right now, the big problem that 
Boston media aren’t sure where they 
stand on either issue; we’re not sure how 
important Boston politics actually are, 
why exactly covering them. And this 
makes send mixed signals. why 
cite two recent examples the Globe buried 
its November 2 Boston City Council elec- 
tion guide the fourth page the City 
Region section, then put its post-election 
wrap on Ai, above the fold. 

The good news is, got two years 
until the next Boston city elections. 
Regardless whether Menino will have 
opponent, there will City Council 
races cover. That should give the press 
plenty time figure out whether not 
give ashit—andwhy.

“TV comedian” is no reason to dismiss him 
as a lightweight funnyman. Since the very 
night launched his own series Comedy 
Central in 2005, Colbert has thrown some 
vicious elbows, and demonstrated a bravura 
that dares his enemies to, in paraphrasing 
his ironic hero George Bush, bring on. 

both humorist and political and 
media commentator, Colbert is a stealth 
bomber. A gladiator of mockery. A comedy 
Rambo. He’s the most dangerous satirist out 
there right now, and neither the writers’ 
strike nor his failure,to get on the presiden- 
tial-primary ballot his native state 
South Carolina will stall his advance for long. 

In fact, Colbert has reached such revered 
status at this juncture that even in a period of 
relative inactivity — not doing a show, not run- 
ning for president people are talking about 
him, wondering about him, and waiting for 
his next move. He’s the Al Gore of Comedy 
Central: even won't run for 
office, he is nevertheless building antici- 
pation. (Can a Nobel Prize be far off?) 

And, like Gore, he knows it. The ques- 
tion is, now that he knows he has the 
public’s attention and the media trans- 
fixed, where will he strike next? Or is not 
striking, and laying back, the smarter play? 
Colbert nothing not smart, and that’s 


why you have to watch him — even if, at : 
least right now on TV, you can't. we Se

When he 
broke his wrist in July before a show taping, 
Colbert turned it into a satiric opportunity by 
starting campaign against “wrist violence.” 
started wearing and distributing what 
called a “WristStrong bracelet,” a red plastic 
oval similar and gently poking fun 
Lance cancer-fighting yellow 
LiveStrong bracelets and the breast-cancer- 
awareness pink bracelets. got Katie Couric 
CBS and Brian Williams NBC wear 
one, then generated comic mini-scandal 
when ABC’s Charles Gibson wouldn't. 

Poking fun at cancer awareness and lib- 
eral charities? Who this guy? But then, 
after spending months collecting signatures 
on his cast — not only those of Couric and 
Williams, but of Bill O’Reilly, Tim Russert, 
Nancy Pelosi, and others — Colbert auc- 
tioned eBay September. sold for 
$17,200, and the proceeds went to returning 
war veterans. 

He attacked Barry Manilow for winning 
the Emmy category which Colbert was 
competing, then had him The Colbert Report 
sing peace-pipe duet. attacked Willie 
Nelson for having a rival flavor of Ben & Jerry’s 
ice cream, then challenged him to a taste-off. 
Attack, then embrace — the strategy seems 
playful, even when the 
targets are cute-and-cuddly pop-culture fig- 
ures. But other times, when he’s embracing, 
he’s really attacking when visited 
The Factor stood behind podium 
address the Washington press corps. 

And it’s the political arena that he’s 
made his most bruising forays his latest 
broadside coming the form that 

ultimately unsuccessful run for the 
presidency of the United States. It 
was the briefest campaigns: 
announced his candidacy on the

CULTURAL FIFTH COLUMNIST 
The Colbert spun off from The Daily Show 
with Jon Stewart in October 2005, hit the ground 
running with perfect pitch, and perfect 
pitches. So much so that, in the first install- 
ment Colbert’s new show’s signature bit, 
The WORD, coined slippery concept 
called “truthiness.” That ended up being voted 
Aerriam-Webster’s number-one word of the 
year — not bad for the first effort out of the 
gate. And was also indicative the range 
targets that Colbert would put his sights, 
everything from the language we use every 
day to the vapidity and self-congratulatory air 
pundit-based news shows (and pundits). 

The program itself, from the very start, 
has utilized three-pronged attack: 

First, there is the “Stephen Colbert” per- 
sona, pompous know-it-all opinion-it-all, 
actually, would closer, since facts rarely 
get the way styled quite obviously, and 
hilariously, Fox News Channel personal- 
ity and pundit O’Reilly. 

Second, there’s the show’s visual look, 
again emulating The O'Reilly Factor, from the 
dumbed-down graphics (host the left, 
talking points the right) the flag- 
colored, flagrantly “patriotic” set. This 
manages skewer specifically 
while also poking fun at almost every 
political talk show television. 
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Third, there’s the way in which Colbert, in 
character, dispenses his opinions and inter- 
acts with his guests. Conservatives suspect 
mocks them, but come his show invite 
him into their lairs anyway partly because 
they covet the young and loyal audience 
attracts, and partly because they like some of 
what he says, even if they’re almost certain 
he’s delivering satirically. Liberals come 
his show because they’re certain he’s one 
them until, many times, deflates them, 
just skillfully and gleefully. 

“Keep your friends close and your enemies 
closer,” goes the advice 
in The Godfather. Colbert 


advances that step add- 
never let them know which 


which.” 

Jon Stewart, Colbert’s 
mentor and chief bene- 
factor this “fake 

news,” question-all-sides 
approach, blazed the trail 
that Colbert now follows: 
build loyal consistency via 
sarcastic, intelligent 
show. Leverage your popu- 
larity expanding your 
reach, but not to cinema 
(the usual platform often 
elephant’s graveyard 
for ambitious shows 
looking for spin-offs), 
rather to the book world (a 
thinking-person’s medi- 
um). Use your platform

banned Wal-Mart, 
deconstructing politics and 
media on his Daily Show, 
and eviscerating Tucker 
Carlson CNN’s Crossfire. 
few years later, and Colbert, 
like Stewart, has his own 
nightly platform, 
best-selling book his 
America (And So Can You!) just 
topped the New YorkTimes 
nonfiction best-seller list for 
the fourth straight week and his own color- 
ful history toying with targets, like wolf 
sheep’s clothing, then pouncing. 

Colbert’s first infamous triumph 

this regard came the 2006 White House 
Correspondents’ Dinner, with President Bush 
and the First Lady the dais. 

“To sit here the same table with 
hero, George Bush pinch 
me,” Colbert told the crowd. Then, explain- 
ing that pinch might not enough 
wake him from his dream, Colbert alluded to 
Vice-President Dick Cheney’s recent hunting 
mishap asking, “Somebody shoot the 
face.” That was just for starters. 

Colbert then took aim, brandish- 

ing bazooka his own, the president, 
members of his cabinet, other branches of 
government and, just as ruthlessly, the press 
corps itself. the room that night, Colbert 
was met with a lot of stares and silence — but 
wasn’t playing these smug inside-the- 
beltway news veterans. was playing 
wider audience, the one that, like him, sus- 
pected that Washington reporters had gotten 
too cozy and and deserved 
ridiculed, if not scolded, for their part in low- 
ering the level national political discourse.

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reached that audience very effectively: just 
the clip President Bush’s isolated-camera 
Teactions Colbert spoke has been viewed 
YouTube more than one million times. 

Colbert has utilized this stealth-attack 
approach time and again. He’s sort cultural 
fifth columnist, attacking venerated aspects 
American society from the inside. He’ll tackle 
things for laughs, sure, because that’s what 
comedians do. But also makes larger points 
about the absurdity our blind devotion pro- 
cesses and products, from the Electoral College to 
Wikipedia. Instead just delivering rant about 
the questionable veracity the 
entries the communal Web 
reference Wikipedia, Colbert used 
part one show demonstrate 
devastating stunt, actually log- 
ging onto the free encyclopedia 
and knowingly adding incor- 
rect information, while urging 
his viewers to do the same. The 
topic: elephants. The claim: their 
population had tripled three 
months. The result: more than 
articles appended with false infor- 
mation before Wikipedia shut 
down the prank. 

The point, however, had 
been made, and Colbert had 
new WORD coin: agreed- 
upon concept truth, known 
“Wikiality.” 

Similarly, Colbert managed 
O’Reilly’s show, and 
have guest his, and 
come out the clear winner 
both times. O’Reilly made the 
same mistake, as host, that 
Russert did this past month 
mock funny, and good sport, 
while still playing the role 
tough inquisitor. The non-issue 
issue that both Fox 
and Russert on NBC thus tried 
to zero in on with Colbert was 
the affected, later-in-life appro- 
priation the pronunciation 
Coal-BEAR as his last name. (He 
was born Stephen Colbert, with 
the last syllable his last name 
thyming with “dirt.”) 

And thus, both O’Reilly and 
Russert looked silly, huffing 
and puffing straw target 
that refused blown away. 
Instead, they proved the point 
Colbert most wanted ham- 
mer home — that just as he was 
“playing” Stephen Colbert the 
pontificating host, they were playing their 
roles, well. And surrendering valuable 
television time Colbert, they were playing 
somewhat irresponsibly. 

And playing the irrepressibly obsequious 
grasshopper O’Reilly’s (unknowing) master, 
Colbert makes awfully difficult for O’Reilly 
hit back. “You know what hate about peo- 
ple who criticize you?”, Colbert asked 
one night The Factor. “They criticize 
what you say, but they never give you credit for 
how loud you say it, how long you say it.” 


DOOR-TO-DOOR MOCKERY 

Colbert can, and does, bait liberals just as often, 
and just as boldly. When Jane Fonda and Cloria 
Steinem visited The Colbert Report promote 
new radio-talk network for women, Colbert 
ushered them cooking set, where they could 
continue chat while making and baking 
pie. The name the segment? “Cooking with 
Feminists.” even wore “Kiss the Cook” 
apron though Fonda got the better him, 
finally, taking the apron’s advice heart 
and kissing him, which left him smiling and 
uncharacteristically speechless.

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FOUR-SCORE-OR-SO YEARS AGO, WILL ROGERS 
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When Stephen Colbert threw his hat into the presidentia! ring — before South 

Carolina threw it back — he was embarking on a remarkably recurrent pop-culture 
event. It's unlikely that even Colbert was aware of the tradition he was continuing — but 
for a century now, a different popular entertainer has made a 
significant, quixotic run for the presidency every 20 years. Colbert, 
though his candidacy appears to have lasted only a few weeks, is 
the fifth in a proud line of satirists, performers, and puppets. 


1928 | Folksy humorist Will Rogers was the first 


in this series of funnymen to seek office, or at £* 
least through the motions. Life magazine 


was the instigator, introducing an > 
editorial suggesting Rogers be 
added the ballot the “Anti- 
Jomination 
Tbe Nomine Bunk” candidate. Almost instantly, Se 


Babe Ruth and Henry Ford lent their 
names the “campaign,” and Rogers began writing 
a weekly column in Life, brimming with jokes about his candidacy — 
and the other candidates, as well. His only campaign promise? “If 
elected, | will resign.” He didn't have to 


1948 | The next popular entertainer to run for high office was Howdy 
Doody, the wooden marionette star of NBC's Puppet Playhouse 
Presents. (A year later, it would be renamed The Howdy Doody Show, 
in honor of the popularity of its star.) Freckle-faced Howdy was run- 
ning for a special post — president of all the kids — and sent free 
campaign buttons to anyone who wrote in. They received 60,000 


requests, at a time when the number of American homes equipped with TV sets was 
only triple that 


1968 | This was the most brilliant campaign of all, and the one that served as a tem- 
plate for what Colbert wanted to do, and could have done. The Smothers Brothers

On the other side, Richard Nixon 
would run for the Republican nomination, and win, and become president of the United 
States. Paulsen, though, got 200,000 actual or protest write-in votes in the 1968 election

Taking advantage fluid and impro- 
visatory filmmaking technique, Tanner shot its

next Colbert Report visit, immediately cross- 
ing from her side the table pounce 
Colbert (as good cougar would) and spend 
the entire interview his lap, kissing and 
nuzzling him into near incoherence. Score 
one for the feminists, and for the validity 
of that old 1960s strategy, “Make love, not 
war.” (All that and more, by the way, is 
available the new Best The Colbert Report 
DVD from Comedy Central.) 

Colbert isn’t often flustered, however. 
Whether he’s eviscerating congresspersons 
and their constituencies — in his ongo- 
ing 435-part series Better Know a District 
(most famous victim: Democratic Florida 
congressman Robert Wexler, whom Colbert 
jokingly corralled into saying, enjoy 
cocaine because it’s a fun thing to do”) or 
announcing his on-its-face ludicrous run 
for the presidency, Colbert usually enter- 
taining with one hand and slapping his 
chosen subject with the other. 

He's not deterred easily, either. Running 
for president the United States hard 
enough, especially when you aren’t 
allowed the ballot the one state 
which you applied and harder still when 
your very pulpit, post-prime-time cable 
show, stopped cold Hollywood 
writers’ strike. Yet each step, Colbert got 
his laughs, and made his points. 

The night Colbert announced his candi- 
dacy on his own show, he lampooned the 
pompous ritual politicians often undergo 
preceding his announcement “run” with 
the revelation that, “after nearly 15 minutes 
soul-searching, have heard the call.” 

After South Carolina rebuffed his 
efforts get the official ballot, Colbert 
sent out official statement lieu 
granting interviews: 

shocked and saddened the 
South Carolina Democratic Executive 
Council's 13-to-3 vote to keep me off their 
presidential-primary ballot,” said. 

though I lost by the slimmest margin 
in presidential election history — only 10 
votes — I have chosen not to put the country 
through another agonizing Supreme Court 
battle. time for this nation heal.” 

Then, shrewdly folding the effect of 
that day’s strike announcement into his 
narrative, Colbert added: “I want to say to 
my supporters, This is not over. 

“While I may accept the decision of 
the Council, the fight goes on! The dream 
endures! going off the air until 
talk about this without weeping.” 

The very next day, out giving speech 
but longer doing his show, Colbert 
told the crowd, “I'm looking into the legal- 
ity mocking the candidates door door.”

While so much of what Colbert says is 
intentionally outrageous, his stated goal 
“mocking the candidates” very close 
the truth. Mocking them while simul- 
taneously mocking the media circus that 
surrounds, anoints, and destroys them. 
Colbert, wanting run for president 
(run, not be), sought to lampoon the process, 
mingle with actual voters and fellow nomi- 
nees, and use humor as a weapon to deliver 
some serious messages and warnings about 
our politics and our politicians. When the 
writers’ strike over, even without getting 
single ballot, Colbert likely pick 
the gauntlet somehow. It’s too funny and 
too serious not to. Expect him resur- 
face, with campaign that relies only 
write-in votes, the old Pat Paulsen way. [See 
“Puppet Government,” page 17.] 

And if this next election year doesn’t work 
out, there’s always 2028. Just ask Will Rogers. 

“The thing that stopped our party,” 
Rogers wrote in 1928, in his final Life maga- 
zine column about his playful Anti-Bunk 
Party run for the presidency, “is that are 
a hundred years ahead of our times. . . 

“In the year 2028,” continued, “the 
acceptance speeches will read: pledge 
myself, elected, appoint Committee 
look into the condition the farmer, 
keep the tariff that will protect the 
most voters, and absolutely pledge myself 
take the question Prohibition right out 

All these years later, there’s certain 
amount truthiness that. There’s cer- 
tain amount Will Rogers Colbert, and 
a big chunk of Paulsen, too. In 1968’s Pat 
Paulsen for President special, politician intro- 
ducing Paulsen told the crowd, “Will Rogers 
never met man didn’t like. Pat Paulsen 
never met woman didn’t like.” 

And Stephen Colbert, it seems, never 
met person skewer. 

one his last Colbert Report shows 
before the strike, Colbert introduced fellow 


dark-horse chess grandmaster

It's good chess joke but accu- 
rate description the way the real Colbert 
sees things, and operates, it’s not even 
close.

the Massachusetts Institute 

Technology, of all places, is analo- 

gous to sucking at, say, making 

soup at cooking school. But that’s 
exactly what I’m doing. 

outside gorgeous autumn day 
front of the Zesiger Sports and Fitness Center 
on the venerable MIT campus, playing a 
demo one the season’s most-anticipated 
video games. I’m seated alongside three 
“teammates,” all of whom are students, I 
assume, as a small, curious crowd looks on. 
grab our controllers and, the game 
starts, quickly realize I’m over head. 
Targets are whizzing faster than can 
process them. hands can’t keep with 
brain. not even sitting down I’m 
hovering an inch above my seat. My play is so 
atrocious that the crowd mock-applauding 
any meager success. Mercifully, the round 
ends, and I discover that I have the lowest 
score among anyone who has played today. 
The game Rock Band, the drums, 
and I really, really suck. 

Rock Band is the latest game from the 
Cambridge-based development house 
Harmonix. (“Harmonix,” the way, 
awesome name for video-game company 
specializing rock games: looks and 
sounds just enough like “Hendrix.”) 
Whereas previous video- 
game smash, Guitar Hero, allowed com- 
petitors toe-to-toe the phallic 
ax of the rock-and-roll deities, Rock Band 
expands the concept get the rest the 
lads some glory too: not just the guitar, 
but also the all-important bass, drums, 
and lead vocals. With songs ranging 
from “Gimme Shelter” and “Suffragette 
City” and “Main Offender,” 

the goal Rock Band for the entire 
group conquer the world with 
its omnipotent, face-melting,

leather-spandex-wearing, head- 
banging tuneage. (Leather spandex 
sold separately. ) 

previous output has 
included such music-oriented duds as 
FreQuency and Amplitude, and the mildly suc- 
cessful Karaoke Revolution. But it’s Guitar Hero 
and its sequel, Guitar Hero Il, that broke the 
mold, selling a combined 4.5 million cop- 
ies, taking over regular nights bars across

game). Now, two big-name companies, 
Electronic Arts and MTV, are betting on 
Harmonix’s ability to once again deliver a 
monster of rock.

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REMEMBERING MAILER, THE BLUSTERY KING AMERICAN LETTERS james 


n a discussion recorded for Canadian 
television in 1968, Norman Mailer 
found himself, not for the first time, 
riding to the defense of D.H. Lawrence. 
‘ “Norman,” pleaded British journalist 
and fellow panelist Malcolm Muggeridge, 
“you're not seriously saying that you think 
that Lady Chatterley’s Lover is a good novel, are 
you?” think it’s one the five great- 
est bad novels ever written,” replied Mailer 
equably. “And that’s a category I’m particu- 


‘ » larly fond of, since it’s possible I’ve written 
a great many great bad novels myself.” 
Humility — not a quality generally asso- 


ciated with Norman Mailer, who died this 

past Saturday at the age of 84. The obituar- 
ies were full of his machismo, his writ- 

erly egotism, his headbutting competi- 
tiveness. But try to imagine the above 
remark on the lips of, say, Don DeLillo. 
Or Paul Auster. Or Cormac McCarthy, 
for God’s sake.

With him and the critics, 
it was love/hate: one of the more dynamic 
confusions of his career was his constant 
seeking of approval from the same estab- 
lishment whose perpetual scandaliza- 
tion he had noisily committed himself.

His researches were all his own. It 
took uniquely heretical sensibility 


jazz and dope swirled the clubs and 
psychedelia shimmered the horizon, 
that taking drugs might involve “drain- 
ing the substance God” that the 
artificial engineering of one’s own bliss, 
in other words, might have consequences 
for one’s soul. (Neurochemistry has 
curious way borne him out this point, 
as all druggies know who have come close 
burning their life’s ration sero- 
tonin.) And leave it to Mailer, professor of 
the headbutt, to establish through many 
nights cranial collision that “writers’ 
heads tended to be more rock-like, for 
example, than actors’, who suffered dis- 
proportionately from even tap.” (Correct 
again, at least in my own case: though 
fragile in other areas, I have a forehead 
like the flat sledgehammer.) 

His theology, like everything else, was 
home-brewed, a kind of bristling medi- 
eval existentialism: God was a vulnerable 
character seeking man’s aid His fight 
against the Devil, and He was easily disap- 
pointed. Secular critics could never believe 
that Mailer was serious about this, and 
indeed was tough notion swallow 
that the shrewdest, subtlest comments on 
contemporary America were being made 
against heavy-metal backdrop swoop- 
ing angels and demons. 

must talk about his legacy, 
should say that it is not likely to be liter- 
ary. The Mailerian voice, the vatic melt- 
down trammeled through the haughty 
Harvard-debater’s syntax, with its odd 
resort often the midst psycho- 
sensory overload wheezy words such 
“analogous,” easily parodied but not 
susceptible imitation: has the distinct 
tone his mind and his experience. And 
what might call the Mailerian field 
study pharaohs, murderers, mari- 
juana, riots and rocket launches, God and 
the Devil, sex, sex, sex — seems to have 
sunk like Atlantis. The times, for the 
time being, have changed. (If they change 
back, will beg for another Mailer.)

TURKEY-PORTOBELLO MEATLOAF beefy the real stuff. 


Yup, even Iam becoming more con- 

servative. Here, with Coda, we have 
new South End restaurant that doesn’t 
break lot new ground, but does 
everything pretty nicely and com- 
fortable old shoe. There was time 
when would have called unimagina- 
tive plain. Any day now, will 
one those ice-cream parlors where the 
special rye-whiskey-macadamia-nut- 
blue-cheese sorbet, and will hear my- 
self ordering... vanilla. 

the meantime, Coda just right. 
There are enough references “modern 
bistro” this Columbus Avenue store- 
front-turned-dining-room that you know 
you’re the South End, but there’s also 
some solid offerings moderate prices 
you could even imagine yourself the 
old South End. started with basket 
sliced French bread and nifty spread 
what tasted like sun-dried tomatoes 
and cheese. Appetizers are the new en- 
trées, and are rather large here, but you 
Prince Edward Island mussels ($9). You 
get big heap shells holding small- 
but-tasty mussels smooth wine- 
anise-scented sauce that’s good enough 
slurp. for the “crispy fried cala- 
mari” ($8): love the dry-fried squid, hate 
the adjective misconstruction. Coco 
the only “crisp” town? And how 
they get the bite into the mayonnaise- 
like sauce? White pepper, perhaps? 

the big-app side, loved the pot 
stickers ($8). These are homemade with 
mostly vegetables inside and served with 


stir-fry top and all around. Slow- 
cooked duck confit with cassoulet ($11) is 
just barely appetizer. You get whole 
duck leg and thigh, with pretty good 
cure that’s tender and little salty, and 
stew sausage, undercooked white 
beans (sorry, chef, but cassoulet is slow 
food), and a bit of very flavorful tomato 
(which may have kept the beans from 
softening). 

Real entrées come with common 
vegetable garnish, which our night 
was snap beans with bit garlic. 
Steak frites ($22) now made with rib 
eye and few dollars more than when 
was made with hanger steak. Steak 
fans will pay without complaint but 
may not share their outstanding shoe- 
string fried potatoes. char-grilled pork 
chop ($18) was almost two inches thick, 
but slightly overdone and slightly dried 
out. What needed was chutney. What 
got was chestnut gnocchi (not too 
chestnut-flavored, but loveable nuggets 
of slightly browned starch) and those 
green beans. The doggy-bag piece finally 
got the chutney deserved lunch the 
next day.

KENDALL SQUARE + EMBASSY 


Re-edited to minimize such nuttier notions 
such as infant flatulence’s triggering the 
Richard Kelly’s wildly ambi- 
tious and widely loathed Southland Tales now 
seems among the most believable works of 
film futurism ever made in this country. 
Indeed, sci-fi satire hasn’t come so danger- 
ously close to imagining reality since Terry 
Gilliam brought Brazil to a horrified Holly- 
wood in 19 


Like its real-world targets, epic 
American spoof — reduced from 163 minutes 
to 144 — has stupidity to spare. Lethal baby 
been cut, the better for the young 
Donnie Darko follow-up 
nore-familiar threats to our 
ty — including Justin Tim- 

vwore, and Kevin Smith, to 
2 pointedly absurd, to- 
tally awesome cast. “Teen horniness is not a 
crime,” asserts the porn-queen-turned-chan- 
teuse played by Sarah Michelle Gellar, and 
she’s right though Kelly and his ensemble 
have been read the riot act by most adult 
reviewers. Leading the charge from Cannes, 
Variety deemed the film over- 
reaching, fatalt y unfocused fantasy” best 
suited to “gullible undergrads.” (C’mon, kids 
are you gonna listen Pop pop?) 

More knowingly juvenile than witty, 
Southland Tales is so similar to network “news” 
it’s not even funny — which is the joke, lost 
plenty. Might the film’s proximity cur- 
rent affairs help explain its misinterpretation 
as failed parody? Consider Kelly’s crystal-ball 
predictions. In the near-future an alarmingly 
buff action star (Dwayne Johnson, a/k/a the 
Rock) will govern the fate of California, if 
not that the entire planet. Gas prices 
wartime will escalate the point where 
European corporation can peddle ocean waves 
alternative energy. Cops with SWAT-team 
outfits and itchy trigger-fingers will patrol 
borders. Stars-and-stripes will be ubiquitous; 
ditto computer screens and cameras, even in 
airport toilet stalls. Scariest of all, perhaps: 
the leading Democratic presidential ticket 
will be Clinton/Lieberman. 

Shot in 2005, Kelly’s movie is set in 08, 
but aside from the terrorist nuking Abilene 
and the reinstitution of the draft, its night- 
mares are already upon us. Only last mont 
the Rock had the nation’s #1 movie (The Came 
Plan); here the star plays novice screenwriter 
and jittery amnesiac Boxer Santaros, a card-

Republican celeb perceived the 
government to be a radical. As Kelly’s chan- 
nel-s introduces putative 
prota ists every minutes, Boxer forced 
to duke it out with other studs for control 

of the narrative. Likewise wandering the 
film's graffiti- and flag-strewn police state, 
Seann William Scott's “urban pacification” 
officer could be our hero — but once we learn 
he has a missing twin, all bets are off. 
though voiceovers are periodically supplied 
by Timberlake's scar-faced Iraq War vet, he’s 
unreliable narrator best: shooting “fluid 
karma” into his neck, Private Pilot Abilene 
hallucinates himself into a lurid Killers video 
wherein silver-wigged Red Cross nurses make 
like Busby Berkeley showgirls going down 
slow in the devil’s arcade. 

Somber and ecstatic in equal measure, 
this brilliant scene crowning 
spectacle — as well as its litmus test. What 
hollow man among us wouldn't be moved by 
the sight Timberlake’s poorly recovering 
grunt in a bloodstained T-shirt swilling Bud 
from a can and lip-synching “I got soul but 
I’m nota soldier” as the world burns? In the 
spirit erstwhile teen-apocalypse king Cregg 
Araki (whose Nowhere belongs on Southland’s 
giant map of influences), Kelly compels un-

'n’ Roll begins in 1968 in an English

tempering reference the reclusive Barrett 
of more recent vintage (he died last year), “an 
old baldy on a bike” lending credence to Plu- 
tarch’s long-ago announcement that “great 
Pan is dead.” 


Rock'n’ Roll opened last year at London's 
Royal Court Theatre, with former Czech Re- 
public president Vaclav Havel, Mick Jagger, 
and Pink Floyd guitarist David Gilmour in 
attendance. After transferring to the West 
End and copping the 2006 Eastern Standard 
Award for Best Play, it has arrived, bearing 
its exemplary trio of original stars, fora 
“limited engagement” (through March 2) at 
Broadway's Bernard B. Jacobs Theatre, from 
which the audience stumbles after two and 
three-quarter hours, heads bursting with 

nistory, politics, and passion both ideologi- 
cal and romantic, and bodies bouncing to 
the benedictive strains of “You Got Me Rock- 
ing” by the Rolling Stones. 

Like three-part The Coast 
Utopia, which traffics the Russian intel- 
ligentsia of the mid 19th century, Rock'n’ Roll 
has its academic component. But it’s also 
a deeply felt and very personal work: one 
which Stoppard, born Straussler 
in 1937 Czechoslovakia, envisions an al- 
ternative biography for himself. Like the 
pop-music-obsessed playwright, the central 
character, Jan, is a Czech who was taken 
from the country as a baby to get out of the 
way of World War II. But Jan returned to his 
native land in 1948. We meet him in 1968 as 
a 29-year-old visiting lecturer and doctoral 
candidate Cambridge Univer- 
sity. He’s on his way out the door, however, 
beckoned back to Prague by Soviet tanks 
looking wipe the smile with 
a human face.” Whether Jan, an ardent rock 
geek, is going home to save socialism or the 
music depends who’s asking. But there 
nothing in his luggage but vinyl. 

Stoppard’s masterpiece, Arcadia, shut- 
tles between centuries, Roll rotates 

between Prague, where Jan slowly moves 
from accommodation to dissent, and 
Cambridge, where his academic 
mentor, cognitive philosopher and 
unrepentant Commie Max Mor-

During the 22-year 
course of the play, Communism, to Max’s 
rumbling distress, goes the way of the dodo, 
another “system” hoist the messy petard 
its own imperfections though should 
noted that Stoppard also gets few 
shots at what one character, a Czech émigré, 
calls England’s “democracy obedience.” 

Rock Roll culminates the Rolling 
Stones’ triumphant 1990 concert at Prague’s 
Strahov Stadium, one-time home of Com- 
munist rallies under a regime that deemed 
rock and roll “socially negative music.” 

But it is not the Stones who represent the 
liberating outlaw spirit of rock and roll in 
the play. What turns Jan, who at first con- 
the efforts his Czech-dissident 
friends as “moral exhibitionism,” into one 
of the signers of Charter 77, a manifesto 
for human rights, the persecution the 
Czech rock band the Plastic People of the 
Universe, who were formed in the immedi- 
ate wake of the Soviet takeover and named 
for Frank Zappa song. The real-life drama 
of the Plastics — who refused to be bullied 
into changing their haircuts their Velvet 
Underground-inspired music, lost their li- 
cense perform, and were eventually tried 
and imprisoned — is what makes Jan (who 
also does jail time) join future president 
Havel and other intellectuals public pro- 
test. “It’s not just the music,” sums up the 
rock-loving PhD, “it’s the oxygen.” 

Rock'n’ Roll does not flow as effortlessly 
as Arcadia, which has the advantage of its 
parallel stories sharing the same English- 
country-estate setting in 1809 and the pres- 
ent. In Robert Jones’s impressive set design, 
a small revolve that serves for the book- 
and-record-strewn interiors is surrounded 
by a big picture that transforms from leafy 
suburban Cambridge, with the college 
skyline the background, the grimy 
gray byways of Prague, with Jan’s towering 
record collection the only bright spot. These 
transitions take some mechanistic doing, 
but no matter. The scene changes are cov- 
ered by the blasts of classic rock from Dylan 
to the Dead to Pink Floyd (with and without 
Syd) to the Plastics, with the who, what, 
and where-recorded in dancing graphics 
played across a scrim. Stoppard is very spe- 
cific about what we hear (“Blackout and 
“Welcome to the Machine’ by Pink Floyd, 
three minutes and 50 seconds in”), and the 
musical bridges are loud and exhilarating. 

Jan is played by Rufus Sewell with a mar- 
velous mix ferocity which manifests

It’s impossible take all once. 
Evans digitally assembled the six densely 
collaged simultaneous scenes from images 
found the Web.

But Empyrean one 
the rare Internet-inspired pieces with 
rich, complex, coherent form. Each time I 
watched it, I found new images, new lay- 
ers, new connections. All this Apocalyptic 
stuff feels somewhat easy and reductive, 
however. Apocalyptic fervor has been one 
humanity’s favorite pastimes for ages. What 
makes our version special? But dreaming 
of the Apocalypse is always fun. Here it’s a 
thrilling, seductive, action-packed romp.

The wreck is flanked by 
rubble and giant concrete walls resembling 
the barrier erected recent years between 
Israel and the Palestinian territories. Apache 
helicopters hover. tank rumbles past fol- 
lowed guy driving cart.

Another man holds his purple- 
stained finger, indicating voted Iraqi 
elections. After six minutes, the videos end 
with white-out and timpani and feeling 
relief. And then they begin again. 


Félix Gonzalez-Torres’s 1993 sculpture 
Untitled (Placebo Landscape for Roni), 
single-work exhibition the lobby gallery 
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of Harvard’s Carpenter Center, is a floor-fill 
ing sea hard candy gold wrappers. 

Gonzalez-Torres, a Cuban-born, Puerto 
Rican-raised, New York conceptualist mini- 
malist sculptor who died AIDS age 
in January 1996, provided few instructions 
for how the work was to be installed: an 
“endless supply” candy gold wrappers, 
arrange it however you want, visitors can 
take pieces, but the gallery must replenish 
them that maintains weight about 
1200 pounds. liked leaving things open 
to interpretation.

The shocking truth about the Outlets 


he Outlets’ Rock 1980 really wasn’t 

recorded 27 years ago. It only 

should have been. You can eas- 

ily get fooled into thinking that 

the new disc vintage reissue, 
since the cover shows teenage Dave Barton 
stage (wearing Boston Rock magazine’s 
original, long-gone T-shirt, less), and the 
songs are all Outlets oldies. fact, the origi- 
nal line-up reunited record the disc just 
last year. And their hooky punk-pop songs 
have worn just fine after years, even 
their T-shirts haven’t. 

You can hardly blame Barton for waxing 
nostalgic about the early you were 
known for throwing the wildest backstage 
parties the Rat before you were out 
high school, probably miss too. 
“Those were good days, my friend,” he said 
over a draft at the Middle East recently. 
Now going the more formal name David 
Alex-Barton, sports slightly more con- 
servative look that bears out his other life as 
real-estate agent. “It amazes think 
that was only 16. went and played 
the Club 1980; next thing knew, 
were opening for Mission Burma the 
Rat.

The mix of punk drive and 
pop hooks made them spiritual cousins 
the the Thrills, and the Real Kids, 
but Barton’s songwriting 
was surprisingly polished. 
(Note the new disc’s “I’m 
Mess,” whose unusual 
three-part structure takes 
out Ramones-homage 
territory.) And they already 
had sense history, cover- 
ing the Monkees’ “You Told 
Me” their first single 
less fashionable move then than would 
now and the Standells’ “Sometimes Good 
Guys Don’t Wear White” on stage. “We had 
no idea we were even any good,” says Bar- 
ton. “But you know, I heard the Ramones, 
and said, ‘I could do that! There was such an 
anti-corporate rock, ‘us versus them’ men- 
tality going on.”

Instead struggling with material, 
they pulled an early set list out of mothballs 
and recorded that. And they got the blast 
they were after. Only Barton’s deeper voice 
marks it as a latter-day recording. 

The disc was meant as a one-off, but 
now Barton isn’t so sure. There are tentative 
plans for more gigs soon Gustafson 
recovers from a recent hand injury. And 
Barton can’t help thinking that the Outlets 
could have been — and maybe could still be 
contenders. “When Green Day got big, 
people told me, must really hate these 
guys.’

He was talking about the State Foundation 
for the Venezuelan System of Youth and 
Child Orchestras (FESNOJIV, more popularly 
known as “El Sistema”), the music program 
for impoverished Venezuelan children 

and teenagers that Dr. José Antonio Abreu 
started in Caracas 32 years ago and that now 
serves 250,000 students, employs 15,000 
music t@achers in 90 music schools, and “fu- 
els” professional orchestras. could 
the world’s most significant force for social 
change ghrough aft. 

most visible success the 
26-year-old conductor Gustavo Dudamel, 
who’s just been hired by the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic Orchestra as its next music 

irector. Two summers ago, Dudamel made 
a brilliant BSO debut conducting Bernstein, 
Beethoven, and Falla at Tanglewood. He 
grew Sistema and became the 
leader the Youth Orchestra, 
the top-ranking Venezuelan student ensem- 
ble, with players between the ages and 
26. They now have recording contract with 
Deutsche Grammophon and are making 
their first North American tour, with con- 
certs LA, Boston, and Carnegie Hall. The 
Boston visit was arranged the New Eng- 
land Conservatory, which has “friendship 
agreement” with Sistema, and co-spon- 
sored by the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
and the Celebrity Series of Boston. It was the 
hottest ticket town. And was preceded 
discussing the possibilities how country 
with inefeasingly limited arts funding (the 
USA) might learn from Venezuela. 

The Symphony Hall program was 
originally announced as Bart6k’s Concerto 
for Orchestra, the Symphonic Dances from 
Bernstein's West Side Story, and a selection of 
Latin American pieces. A few weeks before 
the concert, Beethoven's Seventh Symphony 
(it’s the first release, along 
with the Fifth) was added to demonstrate 
the classical training. Speeches 
and presentations from the mayor’s office, 
just-defeated Boston city councilor Felix Ar- 
royo (who got a nice hand), the Venezuelan 
ambassador the US, and the Venezuelan 
consul general and his daughter made for 
extremely long evening. But the musical 
increased and multiplied, and 


the time the concert was over, more than 


three hours after had begun, the excite- 
ment seemed unstoppable. The audience 


UNSTOPPABLE EXCITEMENT and the Venezuelans heated Symphony Hall. 


included more young people and children 
and people of color than you usually encoun- 
ter at Symphony Hall. After three encores, 
Dudamel mimed exhaustion and begged the 
crowd let the performers rest. 

You have to admire the cojones it took to 
play the Symphony Hall, piece 
commissioned and premiered (in 1944) by, 
and thoroughly identified with, the BSO. 
One its aims show off the abilities 
each section of the orchestra. Some listeners 
were disturbed by Dudamel’s aggressive- 
ness, but found the performance power- 
fully decisive — exhilarating and mysterious 
— with a dramatic sense of the transitions 
between light and dark, fast and slow, loud 
and soft (some eloquent quiet wind play- 
ing), and convincingly if not convention- 
ally phrased, as in the startling yet playful 
contrast in the “Giuoco delle coppie” (“Game 
of Couples”) between, on the one hand, the 
pastoral winds and muted trumpets and, 
the other, the ferocious, biting low strings. 
The Elegia wore its broken heart its 
sleeve. The section with which inter- 
Trupts the “Intermezzo interrotto” is a parody 
theme (from Die lustige Merry Widow) 
that turns the first movement 
Shostakovich’s Seventh Symphony, and that 
hated. (Maybe didn’t get Shosta- 
kovich’s bitter joke turning nagging 
operetta tune into military assault.) Du- 
was playful than nasty. the 
super-revved-up Finale, the players seemed 
having field day, wild country cel- 


ebration — it was breathless, yet Dudamel 
never lost control. 

Some people who didn’t much like the 
preferred the Beethoven Seventh. But 
I liked it less (and much less than the record- 
ing). enjoyed the way Dudamel played the 
against convention, but not the way, 
despite momentary beauties, his relent- 
less fast tempos and lack finesse (with 
very large orchestra playing far from the 
greatest instruments) turned 
“apotheosis the dance” into something 
that sounded more like desperation, far less 
music liberation than Beethoven intend- 
ed. The explosive Presto Scherzo went best, 
though couldn’t tell just how Dudamel 
was characterizing Beethoven’s characterful 
country Trio. 

The phrasing here seemed squarer than 
the recording with the same tendency 
simplify and flatten rhythms noticed 
when heard this orchestra Caracas two 
years ago under bloodless visiting con- 
ductor. that trip, Boston Philharmonic 
Orchestra director Benjamin Zander, who 
was leading NEC’s Youth Philharmonic 
Orchestra, gave a nearly half-hour lecture 
demonstration which tried get sev- 
eral the best Sim6n Bolivar string players 
(including the current concertmaster) to 
play not just beautiful notes but rhythmi- 
cally shapely phrases, and finally began 
get through. 

The Beethoven was followed the West 
Side dances. have been 
the other way round end the most 


substantial work the program, notona 
glamorous Pops piece? The “Cha-Cha” (“Ma- 
ria”) was delicately syncopated; the Scherzo 
(“;Mambo!”) was frantic and very loud;

gious transfiguration. Dudamel prolonged 
the silence the end keeping his baton 
suspended in the air. Bernstein’s score isn’t 
rich enough support that kind pres- 
sure. Yet, given who these players are, and 
how playing music has transformed their 
lives, the final phrase, the melody to the 
words “There’s place for us,” was inescap- 
ably moving. 

Then began what in soge way was the 
main event: The players their formal 
garb and wrapped their yel- 
low, red, and blue jackets, with 
their rainbow silver stars. They launched 
into the young Mexican composer Arturo 
Marquez’s colorful and rhythmically in- 
vigorating Danzén No. 2, then an even more 
exuberant repeat Bernstein’s “Mambo,” 
with cellos twirling, violins waving, and 
trumpets spinning like pinwheels. The driv- 
ing rhythms dance from the Ginastera 
ballet Estancia encouraged the musicians 
leap out their seats, play standing up, 
stamp their feet, and spin themselves round 
and round display uninhibited joy.

the concerto. The second half the first 
movement nostalgic, reminiscing about 
country dances and folk songs.

words), veered into melodrama. 

Brueggergosman vivid presence, 

with infectious smile, non-stop twin- 
kle, and mop-top dark curly hair even 
bigger and rounder than She 
wore two different evening gowns (billow- 
ing brown satin the first half, clinging 
scarlet after intermission) but also went 


barefoot! She has distinctive and attrac- 
tive, silvery voice that tends to close up at 
the top when she doesn’t give enough 
support. She reminded little the 
great jazz and cabaret singer Cleo Laine, 
though she doesn’t have Laine’s phenom- 
enal vocal range, stylistic variety, impec- 
cable diction. Laine’s un-self-congratula- 
tory concentration on the material. 
Although was refreshing have 
cabaret program rather than more tradi- 
tional lieder recital, archness reigned. She 
rather equalized the material: great songs 
(five poems Apollinaire) and 
Satie; five tunefully even scur- 
rilous Schoenberg that included 
naughty lyric Schickaneder, 
Mozart's Zauberflote|Magic Flute librettist (the 
chorus which “Boom boom boom 
boom”); three conventional, uninspired, 
and virtually identical “art-song” settings 
(of Robert Hillyer, Christina Rossetti, and 
Frank Ned and livelier 
settings William Bolcom awful texts 
Arnold Weinstein that include “George” (“Oh 
call Georgia, hon”), painfully unfunny 
comic number about virgin transvestite 
murdered sailor. Vignoles accompanied 
skillfully but with occasional heavy hand. 
The official program was over 9:30, 
leaving the audience begging for more. 
There were three encores: the spiritual 
“Ride On, King Jesus,” with Brueggergos- 
man finally pouring rather than hold- 
ing back; another comic number, “Someone 
Is Sending Me Flowers” (“I’m looking for- 
ward big fat Italian meal after this,” 
she announced before this one); and, after 
short wait while Vignoles looked for one 
more piece music (was disingenuous 
of Brueggergosman to confess that “we 
didn’t expect any more repertoire”?), “lul- 
laby,” Tom Lehrer’s “The Old Dope Peddler,” 
which added little ironigacid the pre- 
vailing cutesiness.

Star 
of Cape Fear, Kalifornia, and Natural Born 
Killers, Lewis enlisted rock-celeb pal 
Dave Grohl to drum on her second full- 
length, CD, Four on the Floor (Militia). 
Live the Middle East week ago last 
Tuesday, she had thundering Ed Davis 
the kit, her two regular guitar- 
ists, Todd Morse and Kemble Walters, 
and bassist Jason Womack. What she 
doesn’t have just yet is any arresting 
new material. 

Lewis’s first incarnation as a rocker = 
yielded You're Speaking Lan- 
guage (Fiddler). On the tour she was 
theatrical, striking all the histrionic, 
gymnastic rock poses for songs rooted 
in a Patti Smith/Joan Jett zsthetic. The material had snarl, 
spark, and melody. Now Lewis and company have turned 
from punk toward plodding throb-and-thud hard 
rock. In front of about 250 diehards at the Middle East, the 
band put on a 70-minute show, one where Lewis earned 
an “A” for spunk, spirit, and sex appeal and a solid “C” for 
songs. rock-stardom were posturing, tossing your hair, 
baring some skin, showing “edgy” cheerleader-esque en- 
thusiasm, and spreading a between-song message of love, 
the 34-year-old would be golden. 

But it’s not. didn’t help that most the lyrics were 
lost the mix. And she lost more points for introducing

SHARON JONES AND THE DAP-KINGS 


REVIVAL MEETING 
MIDDLE EAST DOWNSTAIRS NOVEMBER 


You can bet Amy Winehouse didn’t sweat like this. 

At a sticky-hot sold-out Middle East downstairs last 
Friday, Sharon Jones backed her eight-piece old- 
school soul/funk powerhouse the Dap-Kings, the same 
band who accompanied the aforementioned tabloid 
turtledove Avalon back May was the anti-Amy. 
Whereas the most movement Winehouse mustered 
was some distracted hair twiddling, the 51-year-old 
“super soul sister with the magnetic sais quoi” 
guitarist Binky Criptite’s Danny Ray-esque introduc- 
tion was absolute dynamo, careering around the 
stage like the hyperactive love child of James Brown 
and Tina Turner, dancing with audience members, 
eliciting in-tune on-time “ooh-ooh” back-up vocals 
from the crowd. 

Jones and her band turned out a show similar to 
the one they played the outdoor Calderwood 
Courtyard last August, alternating between up-tempo 
burners like “Keep Looking” and slower, silkier 
songs like “100 Days, 100 Nights,” the title track 
from their newest album Daptone Records, with 
Jones doing the same mid-set shoes-off dance tribute 
to her African and Native American ancestors. The 
Dap-Kings, dressed sharp suits, were tight 
gooseberry, subtly shifting grooves with tambourine 
rhythm here and harmony guitar line there. the 
MFA there was plenty room for folks shake ass, 
luxury lacking the Middle East. But that didn’t stop 
people from trying, including one middle-aged couple 
who got down top bench the back the 
mezzanine. Before the encore of James Brown's “It’s a 
Man’s, Man’s, Man’s World” and their funked-up ver- 
sion “This Land Your Land,” Jones said, feel like 
I’m church having Sunday-morning revival.” Con- 
sider Cambridge converted.

The 
audio and video recordings capture 
the same show, and seeing the fairly 
inert band on stage doesn’t help, 
especially since director Blue Leach, 
who also designs the art on R.E.M.’s 
behind-the-stage video screens, keeps 
them mostly in the dark. Unless 
you're a diehard fan, wait for their 
new album in the spring, which the 
group are touting as a return to their 
early garage sound.

| Last year, Dax Riggs was one-half of 
Deadboy & the Elephantmen, whose 
goth-groovy Fat Possum disc you 
might've heard if your appetite for 
boy-girl blues-rock duos wasn’t satis- 
fied by the White Stripes and the Fiery 
Furnaces.

Tastier still are the mixes 
that he makes of these tracks, deli- 
Cately at the beats’ most delicate mo- 
ments. Sanchez is known for intense 
mixes and loud, massive rhythms; to 
hear him moving on kitten feet takes 
some getting used to. And though the 
set's “party” disc does rise to the slam- 
ming intensity that he’s loved for, he 
takes a long, wayward route getting 
there. Still, digression and eclecti- 
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cism are an integral part of Sanchez’s

The 100-minute performance 
finds Jansch as nimble-fingered as he 
was four decades earlier, sitting alone 
on stage as he samples his own song 
catalogue, covers favored writers,

recommends skis fashioned with freestyle 
terrain in mind, such as the Salomon Gun 
and Gotama and Mantra models. 

As for snowboards, Ski Market/ 
Undergound salesperson and snowboarder 
Kristy McNiff suggests buying longer, 
stiffer board than you would normally use 
for freeriding. She also advises anyone 
venturing into the wilderness invest 
Gore-Tex shell and other lightweight, 
waterproof clothing. helmet would also 
be a good idea. 

For the most intimidating backcoun- 
try New England, such Tuckerman 
Ravine in the winter, both Warner and the 
Mount Washington Avalanche Center urge 
skiers and snowboarders come prepared 
with a probe, a shovel, a transceiver, 
water, and extra supplies. Before you head 
out, check in with the local ski patrol or 
avalanche center avoid finding yourself 
on the wrong side of a wall of snow. 

Think you can handle the most extreme 
terrain New England? got 
the skills, a sense of adventure, anda 
few days off from work (and not 
afraid of avalanches), give one of these 
three trips shot. 


NORTHERN VERMONT 
BACKCOUNTRY 

Ski areas in Vermont tend to be lenient 
when comes off-trail excursions. 
(Never wander into backcountry at a tour- 
ist mainstay like Vail, warns Warner — 
you'll get arrested.) Start your northern 
Vermont adventure Sugarbush Ski Area 
and Resort in Warren, Vermont, which 
has particularly strong backcountry skiing

and riding on its grounds. “At Sugarbush, 
you can off-trail and come back three 
hours later after only one run,” said Mc- 
Niff. “And it has some of the best snow in 
New England.” The resort’s on-site lodging 
includes a country inn, a luxury hotel, and 
condos. 

The next day, take an hourlong drive 
northeast to Stowe Mountain Resort. The 
resort offers backcountry skiing and riding 
and has expanded its freestyle terrain 
include three terrain parks for jibbing. The 
Tylo Large Terrain Park, the most difficult 
the three, restricted experts and 
features table tops, gap jumps, and quar- 
ter pipes. Inn- and condo-style lodging 
available slopeside, and live music and 
arts events are held throughout the season 
the resort and downtown Stowe.

you’re not exhausted three days 
exploring the resorts’ freestyle terrain 
and the thought the inevitable long 
drive home, the wilderness of the Green 
Mountains backcountry can be a final 
stop. The Presidential Range (which con- 
sists of Lincoln Peak, Mount Grant, Mount 
Cleveland, Mount Roosevelt, and Mount 


Wilson) stretches along the route from 
Warren to Jay, and all of the mountains 
are over 3000 feet. 


PARKS AND PIPES SOUTHERN 
VERMONT 

Southern Vermont is a closer option for 
skiers and snowboarders bent execut- 
ing perfect tricks and getting extreme air. 
The noteworthy parks and intimidating 
superpipes at Killington and Okemo add ex- 
citement and challenge to a run and show 
why freestylers such as Warner, who has 

24 years of skiing experience, call the rise 
parks and pipes “the new extreme era 
skiing.” Terrain parks are especially popular 
with kids, and though they began as ways 
draw the lucrative snowboarding market 
resorts, pipes and parks are quickly be- 
coming hotspots for skiers well. 

With 200 trails, 32 lifts, and 141 acres of 
skiing/riding terrain, Killington the larg- 
est ski resort in the East and a worthy desti- 
nation for experts. Forty percent its trails 
(80 of 200 total) are marked “most difficult.” 
Killington expanded its terrain park system 
in 2005 to include six freestyle runs, a 430- 
foot-long superpipe, and more than hits, 
rails, and boxes in the Bear Mountain area. 

After a day in the terrain parks, stop in 
to the nearby Wobbly Barn for live music 
or the Long Trail Brewery for beer and 
grub. Shuttles and buses are available 
between the resort and town, and lodging 
options are plentiful slopeside and nearby. 

After day two Killington, take 
a 40-minute drive down Vermont Route 
100 South Route 103 and hit the 
Nor’easter Superpark Okemo Mountain 
Resort in Ludlow. Like Killington, Okemo 
is reliably covered in a deep blanket of 
snow. (In addition to a dependable natural 
snowfall, the area has 97 percent snow- 
making capacity.) This area has expanded 
its freestyle terrain to cater to mountain 
daredevils. The Superpark was built with 
only the most experienced skiers and 
riders in mind, and its large rails, box 
features, jumps, and table tops are all ser- 
viced express quad lift. 

The centerpiece of Okemo’s five terrain 
parks is its 420-foot-long, 55-foot-wide Sobe 
Superpipe, one the largest pipes the 
East and one the few open during last 
year’s dismal season. With 18-foot walls, 

central location the mountain, and 
surface lift, the Superpipe both challeng- 
ing and easily accessible. Also, while 
there, take advantage the resort’s glade 
system and ungroomed trails. 

Okemo ski-and-stay packages, which 
provide inn-style lodging for four 
Start $90 per person, per night. 
Dining, live entertainment, and indoor 
golf are also housed the premises 
you and your group have energy left the 
end the day. 


TUCKERMAN RAVINE 

While New England’s ski resorts deserve 
credit for evolving with the extreme gen- 
eration, they’ll never able provide

completely authentic backcountry experi- 
ence: difficult, littered with dangerous 
natural obstacles, and without long lift 
lines, regulations, misguided novices, 
and crowding. The genuine, real deal can 
only come from the daunting trails of 
Mother Nature. 

For the ultimate rush, drive north 
New Hampshire Route Tuckerman 
Ravine, located off Pinkham Notch in New 
Hampshire’s White Mountains. Named 
after botanist Edward Tuckerman, the 
ravine’s wilderness remains nearly unadul- 
terated, with all the rocks, deep snow, and 
ice that one would expect. Skiers and riders 
have earn each run hiking the top. 
The ravine is especially tough for snow- 
boarders, who have a hard time maneuver- 
ing their boards through the topographic 
obstacles and often have to take less direct 
runs down the bowl. 

To ski or ride this ravine on the 
southeast slope of Mount Washington, 
you'll have to exercise both caution and 
patience. Tuckerman Ravine too danger- 
ous for most to ski in winter, and so its 
season typically begins late April and 
can run as late as July. 

Ski Market’s Warner stresses, “A 
normal person wouldn’t want to hit 
it up until spring, for safety reasons.” 
However, after checking in with the 
Mount Washington Avalanche Center 
(tuckerman.org), trained experts can, and 
have, skied the ravine’s steep slopes dur- 
ing the winter. The Mount Washington 
Volunteer Ski Patrol and US Forest Service 
are on hand for emergencies, and HoJo’s, 
the Appalachian Mountain lodge, 
sells essential supplies. (Therapists, how- 
ever, are where you find them.) 

In the spring, Tuckerman is known 
for its celebratory atmosphere, as the 
faithful band together to cheer on the 
brave from the Lunch Rocks, near the 
ravine’s base. The Tuckerman Inferno 
Pentathlon, which typically runs in late 
April, is the ravine’s biggest annual 
event and features both individual and 
team competitions. The race consists 
five legs: running, kayaking, biking, 
hiking, and skiing/snowboarding over 
the lip of the Headwall and down to the 
floor the ravine. 

Typically, the length of a stay at 
Pinkham Notch determined skier 
or snowboarder’s tolerance for hiking in 
the snow some tire after only one hike 
and run Tuckerman. you decide 
stay overnight, the AMC’s Joe Dodge Lodge 
provides affordable overnight lodging and 
the trailhead. 

Lf you'd rather leave the trails, the 
nearby towns of Jackson, Conway, and 
North Conway offer glut inns, B&Bs, 
and hotels. Carousing the Mount 
Washington Valley can quite fun, due 
strong selection local microbrews. 
The Tuckerman Brewing Company, 
named after the ravine and based 
Conway, brews a solid pale ale, as well 
the German-style Headwall Alt and 
the 6288 Stout (named after the height, 
feet, Mount Washington). your 
way home, don’t forget stop the out- 
lets North Conway for tax-free, 
discounted gear. 

After you conquer these destinations, 
the possibilities are limitless. Terrain 
parks and halfpipes resorts such 
Loon Mountain and Waterville Valley are 
constantly changing, and there’s short- 
age backcountry terrain the 
Mountains, the White Mountains, and the 
Berkshires. get outside, start exploring, 
and top that lastbigrun.

Or, for Massachusetts’s highest peak, Mount 3491 feet, any higher it’s 
fine right it’s at. But wish for few simple and technical things. 


WISH 
MORE GREEN, MORE WHITE 
Aspen and Vail compete for green chic- 
ness and national accolades — Vail is on 
the Environmental Protection Agency’s 
list green-power purchasers, 
Aspen is not — last week, Spruce Peak at 
Stowe Vermont was the first ski resort 
in the US to win the Audubon Green Corn- 
munity Award from Audubon Internation- 
al. Stowe is not the only Eastern mountain 
“going green.” Maine, Sugarloaf/USA 
and Sunday River each underwent more 
than $4 million in renovations, which in- 
clude 70 to 85 new low-energy snow guns 
per resort. What does this mean? While 
ski resorts in the West reduce their car- 
bon footprint purchasing Community 
Energy wind credits to offset their carbon 
production, resorts in the East are reduc- 
ing their impact on the environment by 
purchasing low-energy equipment. What 
this also means: longer season, more snow. 
This Halloween, Maine’s Sunday River 
was the first ski area to open lifts in the 
Northeast for the season. (Even though 
Sunday River’s message board reads some- 
thing like this: “Dust on crust? Sawdust 
plywood? Ribbon death? Either 
way you serve it up, spin it, or hype it, 
this still skiing October for the East 
Coast!” Thank you, username Dave.) The 


~ Halloween opening was Sunday River’s 


earliest in 12 years. 

Other ski resorts Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and 
Vermont are following Sunday River’s 
lead. Mount Snow in Vermont purchased 
101 fan guns, the most New England. 
And even smaller mountains, such as 
Jiminy Peak in Massachusetts, are rival- 
ing Westerners for clean snowmaking.

few years, artistic ski designs have become 
increasingly prevalent, especially for younger 


slope-dwellers. Since “twin tips” — skis curled 
at both ends — were introd uced i in the late 
"90s, skiers pues been able to perform acrobat- 
ic, extreme-sports ided moves. That put 
freestyle ane g, which had been around for 
decades, back « on the map. Snowboarding was 
once the most widely practiced of rebellious 
snow sports; now twin tips coat skiing with 
alluring, adventurous sheen. 

“The free ride genre skiing has brought 
in a whole new generation,” says Bret 
Williamson, hard goods buyer for Basin Ski 
Shop in Killington, Vermont. And for that 
group, he says, “if the ski doesn’t look good, 
it’s not going to sell.” 

From 2005 to 2006, the number of cross- 
country and alpine skiers in the United 
States rose 29.4 percent, from 6.95 million 
million, according report released 
by the National Sporting Goods Association. 
The number of snowboarders dropped 13.1 
percent nationally, from 5.98 million to 5.2 
million. Which means snowboarding may 
past its peak. According the report, 
more Americans are hunting with bows and 
arrows (5.9 million) than are snowboarding. 

Still, five million not small number, 
oa snowboarding has never been about 
attracting the masses, anyway. Conceived 
daring, dexterous parents surfing and 
skateboarding it’s the snow-sport counter- 
culture, only for the adventurous.
